New Delhi, the 14th April 1950 . 
No. S . R .O . 11. . In pursuance of article 221 of, and sub -paragraph (8 ) of 
paragraph 10 of Part D of the Second Schedule to , the Constitution , the 
President is pleaged to make the following Rules, namely : 

1. ( 1) These Rules may be called the High Court Judges ( Part A States ) 
Travelling Allowance Rulos, 1950 . 
(2 ) They shall be deemed to have come into force on the 20th January , 

1950 . 
2 . In these rules , unless the coutuxt otherwise requires , “ Judge " means a 
Judge of the High Court for any of the States specified in lurt A of the first 
Schedule to the Constitution , and includes a Chief Justice, an acting Chief 
Justice , and a person requested under Article 224 of the Constitution to sit and 
BOD 48 & Judge , of such High Court. 
8 . (1) When & Judge travels on duty , he is entitled -- 
( a ) when travelling by railway , to one reserved class I compurtment and 

the faros at lowest class rates Actually paid for servants not ex . 

ceeding four in number : 
(b ) when travelling by a steunior service , to ono reserved tirst class 

cabin , if available , or to the fare actually paid for himself , and 
the fares at lowest class rates actually paid to the steamer ger 
vice for servants not exceeding four in number subject to 11sual 

deductions on account of messing charges ; 
(0 ) when travelling by a public air transport service , to tho faro paid for 

himself and , it actually paid , the cost of transporting up to two 
maunds of luggage by rail at passenger rates, or steamer and the 
railway or steaner inres of the lowest class for servantg not ex 
ceeding four in number, and the exponditure notuully incurred on 
the transport by road of servants or luggage upto a muximum of 
s annus per inilo of that part of the journey by road for which no 

Allowance is clained under clause ( d ) of this sub -rule ; 
(d ) when travelling by road , to an allowANCE at the rati tof km . I par 

mile ; 
Provided that no aucı allowanc hall be puyable in respect of that por 

tion of a journey by road for which a public air transport service 
provides its own transport and the fare for which journey is in 

cluded in the uir fare paid under clause ( c) for the air journey . 
(e ) to a daily allowance at the rate of Rs. 15 for cach duy on which the 

Judge is engaged on inspection or other work outside his head 
quarters ; and 
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(f) to the expenditure , if any , actually incuried on the transport by 

pussenger train or steurner at owner s risk of a motor car, and tho 
fare at lowest class rate actually paid to & railway or steamer ser 

vice in respect of one driver or clcaner for the car . 
( 2 ) If any persons (other thin scrvints ) accompany a Judge in a compart 
ment or cabin reserved for him under sub -rule (I), ſares shall be payable by 
him on their account, and the fare so paid shul], if full tariff rates have been paid 
by Government for tha remerved acconumodation , he credited to Government 

(8 ) For the purposes of this rule , A Judge sha]] be deemed to be travelling 
on duty when , during a Taration of the High Court , he proceeds from any 
place in India where he was spending the vacation for the purpose of doing 
duty in the High Court and retuins to sucb place after completion of such duty 

4 . ( 1) When a Government servant appointed to be a Judge, travels by 
railway to join his post , he may , at his option and in lieu of drawing travelling 
allowance undor the ordinary rules governing a journey on transfer applicable 
to him , travel in a reserved class I compartment. 

( 2 ) A Government servant availing himself of this concession must pay to 
Government the fare which he would liave paid if no accommodation had been 
reserved , and must , in addition , pay in cosh to the station master of the sta 
tion from which the journey commences , the fares for any members of his 
family accompanying him , whether they share his reserved accommodation or 
not . When Government pays full tariff rate for the accommodation , all fuch 
fares will bo rredited to Government . 

5 . When a person not alrcadly in Government service is appointed to be a 
Judge, he may, whon travelling hy rajlway to join his post travel in a resorved 
" Ines T compartinant subjoct to the conditions prescribed in sub -rule (2 ) of 
rule 4 .

(b ) members of his family not travelling iir the reserved compartment or 

cubin , by passenger train or steamer at first clasg rates ; 
(c ) personal porvants , not exceeding eight in number , by passenger train 

or gteamer At lowest class rater ; 
( el ) one motor car, hy passenger train or stormer at owner s risk ; and 
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(6 ) other personal effects , not exceeding the expenditure which would 

be incurred in the rangliort of 60 manunds of goods by road and 
by goods trun or stcumner, and the expenditure incurred in 019 

barking and disembarking such personal effoots . 
Explanation : - - For the purposes of clause (b ) of this rulu , mnenber s of the 
Judge s family include only his wife , his children and his step - children , nor 
mally residing with and wholly dependent on him , 

8 . Where by reason ot it change in the principal punt of the High Court i 
Judge changes his ordinary place of residence , he is entitled to the same 
allowances us on fansfer from one High Court to anothor ,
